To  His  Excellency, 

ji':ssE  A.  McDonald, 

Governor  of  Colorado. 

Sir — We  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration 
our  report,  dealing  with  the  conditions  and  workings  of  the  Colo- 
rado State  Penitentiary,  at  Canon  City,  for  the  biennial  period 
ending  November  30,  1906. 

You  will  also  find  attached  reports  from  the  Warden,  Chief 
Clerk,  Mail  Clerk,  Physician,  Matron  and  Chaplain,  which  are 
so  comprehensive  and  complete  that  they  give  all  data  and  de- 
tails desired.  Those  portions  of  the  reports  dealing  with  financial 
and  statitstical  matters  have  been  carefully  checked  and  found 
correct. 

Two  years  ago  we  called  attention  to  the  betterment  in  the 
conditions  in  all  departments  of  the  prison,  and  we  now  wish  to 
say  that  the  same  policy  followed  by  the  management  during  the 
former  two  years  has  prevailed,  even  in  a  more  marked  degree,  ever 
since,  until  at  this  time  nearly  every  department  of  the  whole  insti- 
tution is  in  almost  perfect  running  order,  and  we  fail  to  see  where 
much  improvement  could  be  made  under  existing  conditions. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellency 
to  the  following  recommendations  relative  to  tlie  appropriations 
desired  at  the  hands  of  tlie  next  Legislature :

Mnintonance  is  always  a  most  important  item  at  tins  insti- 
tution, because  at  the  best  our  earnin<>-  capacity  is  curtailed  to  the 
minimnni.  and  we  must  dei)end  aluiosl  endrely  upon  this  ai)i)ro- 
l)riation  to  defer  the  exjienses  of  the  prison.  We  have,  in  years 
l»ast.  leased  considerable  land  ujton  which  we  have  raised  alfalfa, 
hay  and  some  <iiain.  Tliis  land  has  now  become  too  valuable  for 
this  jiurpose,  lias  jiassed  to  new  owneishij),  and  we  can  not  ob- 
tain the  use  of  it  any  lon<;er.  Hence,  a  curtailment  of  our  earn- 
ino's  and  a  conse(]uent  increase  in  the  required  ai)])roi)riation. 

l.MPROVKMENTS   AND  KKl'AUiS. 

Durinji  the  n(>xt  tw,o  years  nearly  every  roof  on  nearly  every 
building  must  be  renewed;  new  floors  of  either  wood  or  cement 
must  i-eidace  the  old  ones  throughout  the  institution,  and  all  of 
the  intricate  lines  of  pipes  used  in  the  steam  and  sewer  systems 
of  the  i)rison  must  be  replaced.  This  condition  is  due  to  the  rav- 
ages of  time  and  the  usual  wear  and  tear,  which  are  as  sure  and 
inevitable  as  time  itself. 

It  is  a  very  difficult  matter  with  present  aj)pliances  to  keep 
potatoes  and  other  vegetables  and  meats  in  a  good,  wholesome 
manner  for  any  length  of  time.  The  ajjpropriation  asked  for  cov- 
ering a  cold  storage  and  ice  i)lant,  which  will  entirely  overcome 
this  obstacle,  and  will  pay  for  itself  in  a  few  years,  is  earnestly 
recommended. 

Our  i)resent  bakery,  which  has  been  in  constant  use  for  many 
years,  is  almost  out  of  commission,  and  we  are  compelled  to  con- 
struct a  new  one.  This  is  one  of  the  most  imi)ortant  of  all  the 
departments,  as  every  day,  aside  from  Sundtay,  nearly  1,000  pounds 
of  flour  are  consumed  in  the  products  of  the  bake  sho]).  It  is 
therefore  important  that  when  a  new  bakery  is  built  it  be  thoi'- 
oughly  modern  and  well  constructed. 

It  has  been  a  subject  for  general  discussion  for  a  long  time 
as  to  what  was  the  best  thing  to  do  with  the  sick  and  invalid  por- 
tion of  our  population,  as  well  as  the  insane  prisoners.  It  is 
now  proposed  to  erect  at  an  isolated  spot  near  the  prison,  but  en- 
tirely shut  off  and  removed  from  it.  a  hos])ital,  sanitarium  for 
tubercular  innmtes.  and  an  insane  ward.  These  prisoners,  owing 
to  the  present  crowded  arrangements,  are  throAvn  among  the 
healthy  prisoners  at  all  times,  and  no  other  means  can  be  em- 
])loyed  in  their  care  until  special  quarters  are  })repared  for  them. 
In  our  opinion  this  is  the  crying  need  of  the  institution.  The 
health  of  the  strong  is  constantly  endangered  through  enforced 
association  with  the  atflicted  tubercular  prisoners,  while  the  un- 
fortunate insane  are  denied  the  care  and  attention  which  could 
be  given  them  under  suitable  conditions. 

We  have  an  agreement  with  the  land  department  of  the  Colo- 
rado Fuel  and  Iron  Company  to  purchase  from  it  14.5  acres  of  land 
lying  adjacent  to  our  grounds  for  .12.500.  This  piece  of  land 
enters  our  present  acreage  in  a  V  shape  at  a  point  just  north  of 
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tlic  prison  in-ojici-,  iiikI  taUcs  in  a  iioriioii  of  our  (|iiiirrics.  The 
is  considered  reasonahle.  and  we  nr^^c  (lie  a|»]iro|iriat  i(tn  to 
|inrt  liase  it  before  tlie  jirice  heconics  iiijilier. 

\\'e  are  in  liearl.v  accord  with  the  sn<><>('st ions  made  b.v  War- 
den (Megliorn  lo()kin<>'  to  tlie  eniido.vinent  of  tlie  inmates  of  tlie 
l)rison,  and  wonid  snjificst  tliat  lejiisiation  relative  thereto,  carry- 
ini"-  a  snllicient  a])i)i'o]irial ion  lo  satisfactorily  install  the  needed 
reforms,  be  enacted  as  soon  as  possible.  In  the  matter  of  making 
the  clolliinfi'  and  other  ap]iarel  nscd  by  other  insi  itn(  ions,  an  ont- 
lay  snllicient  lo  covei-  the  cost  of  additional  machinery,  tools,  etc., 
would  be  all  that  was  needed  to  inaugurate  the  work. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  able  and  ett'ective  administration  of 
Warden  ('leghorn,  and  the  splendid  record  he  has  made  and  is 
making.  Ilis  careful  attention  to  the  details  jiertaiiiing  to  the 
management  and  welfare  of  the  institution  has  taken  much  of  the 
burden  from  our  shoulders.  To  his  able  cor})s  of  assistants,  and 
l»articularly  those  in  charge  of  the  different  dei)artments,  we  also 
wish  to  extend  our  thanks  and  aj)])reciation  for  their  uniform 
courtesy  and  consideration.  To  each  and  every  one  of  them  is  due 
credit  for  assistance  in  the  successful  work  of  the  past  two  years. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  extend  to  your  ICxcellencv  our  thanks 
for  your  kind  consideration  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Peni- 
teutiarv.  and  to  assure  you  of  our  utmost  confidence  and  respect.

The  decrease  of  97  in  the  prison  population  during  the  past 
two  years  can  be  readily  accounted  for.  There  were  received  at 
the  institution  104  less  prisoners  from  all  sources  and  released  23 
less  during  the  two  years  just  closed  than  during  the  former 
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period,  lii  addition  1o  (liis  dillViciKc  iicaiiv  KMl  nioic  wcic  re- 
leased oil  jiarole.

The  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for  improve- 
ments and  repairs  in  and  about  the  prison  was  .f30,0()0,  which 
has  been  expended  for  the  following  purposes :

Cell  house  No.  4  lias  been  finished  in  every  detail,  and  was 
oecnitied  in  Deeendier  of  1!)()5.  Its  occni)aiic_v  has  not  only  relieved 
the  coniieslion  which  jirevailed  at  the  jirison,  bnl  has  j>iven  very 
comfortable  (piarters  to  those  of  the  prisoners  who  condnct  them- 
selves in  such  a  manner  as  to  entitle  them  to  first  firade  ])rivi- 
leges.    The  cell  lionse  capacity  is  110,  and  every  cell  is  filled. 

One  of  the  <>reatest  im])rovemen(s  of  a  permanent  nature 
made,  both  from  an  economic  and  sanitary  standpoint,  was  the 
installation  of  a  eom]dete  steam  laundry  and  shower  bath  de]»art- 
ment.  These  two  departments,  both  in  the  same  buildin*;;,  are 
modern  in  every  detail  and  <>reatly  facilitate  the  work.  The  sav- 
inj;-  in  material  used  in  the  laundry  alone  will  pay  the  ex])enditure 
made  for  the  machinery  in  a  few  years. 

Xew  roasters,  boilers,  coffee  urn,  etc.,  have  been  installed  in 
the  kitchen  department,  adding  a  very  much  needed  jtermanent 
improvement  to  that  jiart  of  the  jirison. 

(\Mnent  floors  were  laid  in  the  corridor  of  the  main  building 
and  also  in  the  waiting  room.  This  has  been  so  satisfactory  that 
we  hojie  to  extend  the  imj)rovement  to  all  parts  of  the  i)rison. 

The  completion  of  the  new  stone  ice  house,  built  into  the  hill 
back  of  the  ])rison,  makes  it  convenient  to  store  without  waste  a 
sufiicient  supply  of  pure  lake  ice  for  use  during  the  entire  year. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  constantly  increasing  number 
of  volumes  in  our  Kaynolds  library,  a  new  building  was  erected 
and  fitted  with  shelving,  etc.  This  creates  additional  s])ace  in  the 
hospital  section,  from  which  the  library  was  removed,  and  has 
I)rovided  a  room  that  has  been  fitted  up  as  an  o])erating  depart- 
ment. 

The  j)urchase  of  additional  lime  rock  and  the  improvements 
made  at  the  lime  kilns,  the  purchase  of  new  machinery,  etc.,  for 
use  on  the  ranches,  new  teams,  vehicles  and  equipment  necessary 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  institution,  and  the  repairs  and 
minor  improvements  constantly  being  made,  have  used  up  the 
balance  of  the  a])j)ropriation.  Taken  as  a  whole,  we  feel  that  the 
amount  has  been  judiciously  expended  and  the  work  accomplished 
vei'y  satisfactory. 

EMPLOYMENT  FOR  PiaSONERS. 

For  many  years  the  unfortunate  com])lications  that  have 
existed  concerning  labor  conditions  in  Coloi'ado  have  so  moulded 
])ublic  sentiment  as"to  render  it  impossible  to  give  employment  to 
the  inmates  of  the  Penitentiary  to  any  considerable  extent.  To 
such  a  degree  does  this  condition  prevail  that  not  only  is  prac- 
tically the  whole  exj)ense  of  maintainino'  the  institution  borne  by 
the  taxpayer,  but  it  is  impossible  to  give  to  the  prisoners  the  bene- 
fits that  should  accrue  to  theni  as  a  reward  for  honest  effort  and 
services  well  performed  while  enr^nopd  in  some  labor  that  would 
at  least  partially  pay  for  their  maintenance.   Hampered  thus,  it 
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lias  been  a  vci-y  dillicull  iiiallcr  for  llic  maiiaj^fmciil  of  llic  prison 
lo  acciiiiuilalc  aiiylliiiiji'  in  tiic  wa.v  of  prison  carninjis,  and  al)SO- 
inlcly  iiniiossibic  to  cstiniaU',  \\\ih  an.v  dci^rcc  of  ccrlainty,  wliat 
conld  be  relied  on  as  linancial  assistance  from  (he  work  of  Ihe 
pi-isoners.  Tlie  earninj>s  of  tlie  Penitentiary  for  tlu'  past  two 
years  have  been  hirger  tlian  ever  before  in  tlie  liislory  of  the  prison, 
"bnt  this  has  only  been  attained  by  the  constant  efforts  of  the  War- 
den to  increase  the  revenue  from  every  qnarter  ])ossible,  more 
jiart icniarly  in  the  dejiartments  of  the  ranches  and  (piarries.  This 
condition  of  atfairs  can  not  be  relied  on  in  the  future  with  any 
dcjiree  of  certainty,  as  the  conditions  which  have  made  it  i)ossible 
to  bring  about  this  result  may  not  extend  over  any  given  pt^riod, 
and,  in  fact,  may  never  i)revail  again.  It  is,  therefore,  of  the 
utmost  imjiortance,  not  only  to  the  State  at  large,  bnt  to  the  in- 
mates of  tile  jirison,  that  some  means  be  devised  whereby  steady 
em])loynient  may  be  j)rovided  for  all  able  bodied  men  within  these 
walls.  Tlie  means  of  ('m])loyment  most  commonly  considered  in 
connection  with  jirisons  is  the  contract  system,  whereby  the  in- 
mates are  hired  out  to  some  firm  or  individual  at  so  much  per  day, 
the  worli  being  done  within  the  prison.  To  this  system  there  is 
much  objection,  and  in  several  like  institutions  Avliere  it  is  in 
vogue  the  management  is  seriously  considering  its  abandonment. 
The  manufacture  of  certain  things  for  market  has  also 
been  considered,  but  tlie  expense  necessary  to  the  instal- 
lation of  the  machinery  necessary  to  commence  the  work,  and 
the  large  amount  of  investment  necessary  to  successfully  carry 
on  a  manufacturing  business  of  any  magnitude,  have  rendered  this 
method  anything  but  practicable  ^lany  other  plans  have  been 
suggested  from  time  to  time,  but  a  careful  study  of  the  existing 
conditions  and  an  exjierience  covering  several  years'  incumbency 
as  Warden  of  this  institution,  has  convinced  me  that  at  this  time 
the  most  feasible  and  available  method  of  solving  this  i)roblem 
is  along  the  following  lines  : 

We  now  manufacture  for  own  use  clothing,  underclothing, 
shoes,  etc.  Let  some  legislation  be  enacted  whereby  all  of  this 
class  of  goods  used  by  the  institutions  of  the  State  could  be  manu- 
factured hereand])urchasedby  the  other  institutions  at  a  jjrice  that 
would  make  them  cost  each  place  much  less  money,  and  at  the  same 
time  leave  a  profit  to  this  institution  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  work 
of  the  men.  This  would  afford  em])loyment  at  a  price  sufficient 
to  pay  for  their  keep  of  that  portion  of  tlie  prison  i»o])ulation 
which  it  is  necessary  to  kee}>  within  the  walls,  and  at  the  same 
time  enable  other  institutions  to  ])rocure  wearing  apparel  of  a 
good  quality  at  a  very  low  rate.  This  would  result  in  a  saving  of 
thousands  of  dollars  annually,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  a 
solution  for  the  very  serious  pi'oblem  of  labor  for  this  class  of 
prisoners. 

Again,  the  question  of  good  roads  is  now  a  very  important 
one  in  Colorado,  and  it  is  becoming  more  so  each  day  as  the  po])u- 
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lation  iiicveascs.  New  cities  are  si)rinp;iii.<i-  tijMii  all  sections  of  the 
conntrv  and  the  necessity  for  jiood  roads  becomes  more  ai)])ai'ent. 
Anvthing  that  tends  to  better  the  condition  of  the  jniblic  high- 
ways at  once  appeals  to  the  great  mass  of  people  throughout  the 
State,  more  especially  those  located  away  from  the  larger  cities, 
and  as  this  mov(>nien1  gains  strength  from  the  increased  interest 
being  taken  in  the  matter  by  all  classes  of  peo]»le,  the  i)roposition 
of  how  best  to  attain  the  desired  end  and  secure  imjjrovements  in 
the  public  thoroughfare  becomes  more  generally  discussed.  It 
could  be  arranged,  I  think,  without  much  inconvenience,  to  work 
from  100  to  250  prisoners  on  work  of  this  nature,  and  in  such  a 
manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  free  labor.  In  a  great  many  in- 
stances the  vast  amount  of  labor  to  be  accomplisiied  before  a  desir- 
able I'oad  can  be  constructed  tlirough  some  desirable  part  of  the 
State  renders  it  impossible  to  be  built  because  of  the  enormous 
cost  if  built  with  free  labor.  Consequently  the  road  is  not  built; 
but  if  prison  labor  coiild  be  employed  at  a  much  less  cost  the 
road  might  be  constructed,  and  the  community  benefited  thereby 
without  injuring  anyone.  Certainly  no  objection  could  be  made 
to  that.  Under  the  j)rovisi()ns  of  the  Lewis  Koad  Law,  which  is 
now  in  vogue  to  a  certain  extent,  the  ])risoners  engaged  in  road 
work  are  allowed  additional  good  time  foi-  each  day  employed. 
This  is  suflficient  incentive  to  secure  faithful  service  and  good 
conduct,  and  would  make  it  i)Ossible  to  employ  the  prisoners  on 
similar  work  in  almost  any  portion  of  the  State,  at  a  reasonable 
rate  of  exi)ense  and  with  scarcely  any  danger  of  escape.  For 
more  than  a  year  past  some  prisoners  have  been  performing  this 
kind  of  service  One  gang  of  more  than  75  men  was  employed 
for  several  months  in  the  construction  of  a  road  at  as  great  a  dis- 
tance as  three  miles  from  the  prison,  while  another  gang  of  25 
have  been  working  ten  miles  from  the  prison,  remaining  there 
during  the  entire  week  and  living  in  tents.  Several  other  smaller 
gangs  have  also  been  employed  from  day  to  day  at  similar  work. 
During  all  this  work  there  has  not  been  a  single  attempt  to 
escape,  and  very  few  breaches  of  discipline;  while  the  prisoners 
have  all  been  anxious  to  secure  a  place  with  these  gangs.  The 
total  number  of  prisoners  who  have  been  employed  on  road  work 
at  various  times  is  183  ;  total  number  of  days'  Ijibor  performed,  25,- 
533;  total  number  of  days  additional  good  time  allowed  prisoners, 
8,511;  average  number  of  days  additional  good  time  allowed,  46; 
9  prisoners,  with  a  total  credit  of  292  days'  additional  good  time, 
have  been  discharged ;  93  ju'isoners,  with  a  total  credit  of  4,150 
days'  additional  good  time,  have  been  paroled ;  81  prisoners,  with 
a  credit  of  4,069  days'  additional  good  time,  have  not  yet  reached 
the  limit  of  their  time.  I  consider  the  Lewis  Eoad  Law  as  being 
the  greatest  step  toward  the  solution  of  this  troublesome  question 
so  far  advanced,  but  numerous  changes  will  have  to  be  made  in 
it  before  it  will  entirely  cover  the  field  desired,  the  principal  one 
being  the  adoption  of  some  measure  providing  for  the  maintenance 
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of  llic  i>ris(»u('is  while  awav  from  tlic  prison,  ;is  well  as  lakinj; 
care  of  the  other  expense  incurred.  Of  course  some  additional 
expense  will  be  incurred,  as  prisoners  can  not  be  transjtorted  and 
cared  for  outside  the  i)rison  as  cheaply  as  they  can  be  i)rovided 
for  inside,  but  the  additional  cost  would  be  little  as  coniiiared 
with  the  results  obtained. 

There  are  so  many  things  to  be  urged  in  favor  of  the  em- 
ployment of  prisoners  that  there  is  in  reality  but  one  side  to  the 
proposition,  and  1  feel  that  the  methods  I  have  suggested  present 
the  best  solution  to  this  much  mooted  (piestion.  To  put  it  into 
practice  would  not  require  a  large  approi)riation ;  nothing  as  com- 
pared w  ith  what  would  be  required  to  establish  a  manufacturing 
l>lant  and  maintain  it,  even  were  such  a  plan  deemed  advisable. 
Neither  would  such  employment  of  the  convicts  interfere  in  any 
sense  with  free  labor.  On  the  contrary,  the  plan  could  be  put  in 
active  operation  within  a  very  short  time,  a  saving  in  the  expense 
of  nuiintaining  the  prison  under  existing  conditions  would  be 
effected,  and  the  benefits  to  the  j)ublic  generally,  as  a  direct  result 
of  the  road  work  accomplished,  would  be  of  a  vast  and  permanent 
nature.

CIVIL  SERVICE, 

With  additional  years  to  my  credit  in  an  official  capacity  to 
be  guided  by,  I  am  more  than  ever  satisfied  that  civil  service 
should  be  adopted  in  State  penal  institutions.  The  paramount 
qualification  of  an  employe  should  be  his  ability  to  fill  his  posi- 
tion in  a  creditable  manner,  and  when  lie  once  reaches  a  point 
where  he  is  considered  worthy  because  of  his  fitness  and  industry, 
he  should  have  the  knowledge  that  he  can  retain  his  office  as  long 
as  he  desires.  With  this  knowledge  better  men  could  be  found  to 
fill  many  of  the  departments,  and  better  service  would  be  the 
result.  A  law  having  for  its  object  the  placing  of  all  penal  insti- 
tutions on  a  civil  service  basis  should  be  introduced  at  this  session 
of  the  Legislature.

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PAROLE  AGENT. 

I  wish  to  caiuostly  m  oniineiid  the  oiiactinent  of  some  legis- 
hition  providing  for  a  parole  a{>ent,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  have 
full  charoe  of  all  jn-isonevs  released  on  ])arole  from  this  Peniten- 
liarv  and  the  State  Keforniaiorv.  and  also  to  assist  in  caring  for 
discharged  prisoners*.  As  the  law  now  stands,  a  ])risoner  is  re- 
leased from  these  institutions  with  a  little  clothing  and  what 
money  he  can  ]>rovide  himself  with,  turned  out  into  the  world  to 
make  his  way  as  best  he  can,  and  bound  by  no  restriction  other 
than  his  written  report  to  the  Warden  once  each  month.  It  can 
not  be  ascertained  for  a  Surety,  fi'oni  his  written- rei)ort,  whether 
the  man  is  even  in  the  country,  much  less  anything  about  his 
conduct.  A  i)arole  agent  would  take  him  in  hand  upon  his  re- 
lease from  the  ])rison,  procure  enii)loymeut  and  look  after  him 
])ersomilly,  giving  him  all  necessary  assistance  so  long  as  he 
behaved,  and  should  be  break  his  jjarole  the  agent  would  be  on 
hand  to  return  him  ])romptly  to  the  prison.  This  agent  should 
be  ai)pointed  by,  and  be  at  all  times  under  the  direction  of,  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  and  \Yardens  of  the  Penitentiary  and 
Keformatory. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  ])ermit  me  to  say  that  the  jjast  term  has  been 
one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

To  you,  gentlemen,  I  wish  to  return  my  thanks  for  your  con- 
tinued courtesy  and  kindness.  Harmony  has  prevailed  at  all  our 
meetings,  and  our  consultations  have  always  i*esulted  beneficially. 

To  his  Excellency,  Governor  McDonald,  I  also  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  for  his  uniform  courtesy  and  assistance.  He 
has  ever  been  ready  to  act  for  what  he  considered  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  institution,  and  his  counsel  and  assistance  have  been 
valuable.

SURGEON'S  REPORT. 


Hon.  Jno.  Cleghoin,  Warden : 

Dear  Sir — I  hereby  submit  the  following  biennial  report  for 
the  hospital  of  this  institution. 

The  ])resent  sanitary  condition  of  the  entire  prison  is  excel- 
lent. 

The  number  of  seriously  ill  in  the  last  two  years  has  been 
very  small  compared  to  the  number  of  prisoners  and  as  compared 
to  the  previous  years. 

A  large  niunber  of  operations  have  been  performed,  much  to 
the  benefit  and  relief  of  the  suffering  prisoners.  Men  who  have 
been  suffering  for  years  are  now  well  and  strong.  All  this  has 
been  done  owing  to  your  assistance  in  giving  and  furnishing  for 
me  a  small  operating  room,  such  a  place  not  being  known  previ- 
ously in  this  institution. 

I  have  hut  one  recommendation  to  make — the  building  of  a 
separate  hospital  building,  with  suitable  wards  for  the  tubercular 
and  the  insane  prisoners.

Sir — I  have  the  lionor  to  submit  report  of  the  female  depart- 
ment for  the  biennial  term  ending  November  30,  1906.

The  discipline  in  this  department  has  been  most  excellent. 
The  female  prisoners  are  em])loyed  in  keeping  the  prison  in  a 
state  of  cleanliness,  doing  tlie  cooking  and  laundry  work,  and 
mending  and  darning  socks  for  the  male  prisoners.  While  work 
of  this  kind  keeps  them  employed,  it  fails  to  teach  them  any  occu- 
pation that  will  be  of  benefit  upon  their  release  from  prison.  I 
believe  it  would  be  advisable  to  provide  some  industry  that  would 
teach  them  to  do  such  work  as  would  help  them  to  earn  an  honest 
living  after  they  are  discharged.

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CHAPLAIN'S  RErORT. 


To  tho  Hoiioiahlc  Board  of  I'cnitciil iar.v  Commissioners: 

(lontlcmcn — ft  is  witli  pleasure  that  I  submit  herewith  my 
second  biennial  rej)ort,  which  is  a  synopsis  of  the  religious  and 
educational  work  done  in  this  institution  during  the  two  years 
ending  November  30,  190(!. 

No  one  can  comi)ute  or  })roi)erly  measure  the  work  done,  or 
the  results  that  follow  from  the  Chaplain's  ministry  in  an  institu- 
tion of  this  kind,  for  it  is  largely  a  seed  sowing  time — the  harvest 
for  good  comes  later  on. 

However,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  lines 
of  work  that  go  to  make  up  the  ministry  and  duties  of  a  chaplain. 

CHAPEL  SERVICES. 

The  Chaplain  conducts  services  every  Sunday  morning  at 
9  :30,  except  the  first  Lord's  day  in  each  month.  The  first  Sunday 
in  each  mouth  the  Catholic  and  Christian  Science  people  have  ser- 
vices, the  local  Catholic  priest  conducting  service  at  8  :30  a.  m. 
and  the  Christian  Science  people  at  2  p.  m.  The  attendance  upon 
any  and  all  of  these  services  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  pris- 
oners. The  average  attendance  upon  the  services  during  my  min- 
istry has  been  about  6.7  of  the  prison  population,  with  an  addi- 
tional attendance  of  50  to  100  visitors  from  the  city.  With  a  well 
organized  choir  and  a  well  drilled  band,  together  with  congrega- 
tional singing — all  furnished  by  the  convicts — the  preaching  and 
the  music  create  a  spirit  of  cheerful  obedience  and  a  willing  sub- 
mission to  the  rules  of  the  institution  during  the  following  week, 
and  it  is  therefore  a  wholesome  aid  to  discipline  as  well  as  helpful 
to  their  spiritual  welfare. 

THE  PRISON  LEAGUE. 

Another  moral  and  religious  force  which  has  been  and  is  help- 
ful in  the  institution  is  the  Prison  League.  It  has  a  present  mem- 
bership of  over  200,  and  is  auxiliary  to  the  State  Christian  En- 
deavor Society,  and  is  based  upon  a  similar  pledge,  and  rules 
adapted  to  the  inmates  of  this  institution.  It  is  recognized  by 
the  management  as  a  wholesome  factor  in  the  regulation  of  prison 
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disfiplino  and  atlords  iiiulual  lielpfiilness  and  instnution  to  its 
members. 

TIIIC  I,Il!I!AUV. 

Our  library-,  consisting  of  over  4.000  volumes,  systematii  allv 
arranged,  labeled  and  catalogned.  with  additional  monthly  i)eri- 
odicals.  religions  magazines  and  ])ai)ers,  is  now  located  on  the 
ground  tloor  of  a  neat  and  commodions  building,  erected  s])ecially 
for  this  ]mri>ose  during  the  i)asl  year,  and  is  known  as  the  Kay- 
nold's  Lihi-ary.  It  furnishes  the  ])risoners  with  a  great  variety, 
(juality  and  quantity  of  wholesome  reading  matter,  which  is 
greatly  ai)])reciated  by  them,  as  the  following  tabulated  statement 
will  show :

By  the  aid  of  a  binder  the  books  are  kept  in  as  perfect  condi- 
tion as  possible.  The  visitors"  admission  fee  furnishes  a  fund  for 
the  purchase  of  new  books. 

THE  SCHOOL. 

Xight  school  has  been  conducted  in  the  chapel  five  nights  in 
each  week,  from  October  to  [May  of  each  year.  The  average  daily 
attendance  during  the  year  1904  and  1005  was  13.5  out  of  an  en- 
rollment of  14G. 

There  are  many  more  who  would  like  to  take  advantage  of 
school  privileges,  but  it  is  thought  advisable  by  the  Warden  that 
the  present  enrollment  should  not  be  increased. 

The  prisoners  receive  instruction  only  in  the  common  school 
branches,  and  the  interest  manifested  and  the  progress  made  by 
them  is  remarkable. 

Books,  slates,  writing  material,  blackboards,  etc..  are  fur- 
nished by  the  State  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners.  The  school  is 
conducted  somewhat  after  the  order  of  a  Sunday  school — that  is. 
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a  teacher  for  each  class  of  six  lo  Icii  pupils.  These  teachers  are 
selected  from  aiiiouji-  (he  convicts  who  are  ipialified  to  instrncr. 
and  both  teacher  and  pui)il  are  under  the  censorship  of  the  War- 
den and  tiic  licncral  suitervision  of  the  Chaplain. 

LECTUKKS. 

Durinji  the  past  year  Rev.  W.  K.  Collett,  Stale  Supertuteud- 
eut  of  the  Colorado  Society  for  the  Friendless,  iuanpirated  a  lec- 
ture course,  whereby  the  prisoners  were  favored  with  several  lec- 
tui'es  by  noted  men  and  women  of  our  State,  which  were  very 
much  ai)j)reciated.  and  very  interesting"  and  instructive. 

This  will  i»robably  become  a  feature  of  the  institution  here- 
after. 

MISCELLANKOrS. 

Special  services  have  been  conducted  durinu'  the  past  two 
years  by  the  Canon  City  W.  C.  T.  U.  and  other  church  societies, 
also  by  noted  prison  reformers,  ministers  and  lecturers,  all  of 
Avhich  have  been  full  of  encouragement  and  heli)fulness. 

Believing,  as  I  do,  that 

"There  is  no  woe  so  evil. 
Nor  an  evil  so  abysmal. 
But  a  golden  bridge  of  glory 
Spans  the  yawning  chasm  o'er;"' 

That— 

"Down  in  the  human  heart. 

Crushed  by  the  tem])ter. 
Feelings  lie  buried  that  grace  can  restore; 

Touched  by  a  loving  heart. 

Wakened  by  kindness. 
Chords  that  were  broken  will  vibrate  once  more." 

I  have  sought  to  bring  to  these  unforutnate  ones  new  ideals, 
aspirations  and  new  hopes,  that  they  may  have  strength  of  char- 
acter to  come  into  the  possession  of  that  liberty  that  is  bounded 
by  law.  duty,  truth  and  love. 

In  conclusion.  T  wish  to  thank  the  Warden  for  the  wisdom, 
sympatliy  and  helpfulness  he  has  always  rendered  in  every  laud- 
able effort  to  do  good ;  to  the  Deputy  Warden.  Yard  Master  and 
the  entire  force  of  prison  officers  who  have  so  kindly  and  courte- 
ously co-operated  with  me  at  all  times  in  the  furtherance  of  my 
workj  and  to  you,  the  Honorable  Board  of  Commisioners.  for 
favors  bestowed.
